March 29.--Charles 
Francis Woodward, the condemn ><1 
murderer of Sh* riff W, CL Kicker of 
this county, was handed in his night­ 
clothes by 24 masked an i arm* -! men, 
on the scaffold erected for bis legal 
execution. 
Th*- m n overpowered 
Sheriff Tubbs, secured the keys and 
led the condemned murderer from his 
cell with as little ceremony as possi­ 
ble. 
On refusing the demand for the 
keys Sheriff Tubbs was seized and 
bound and the keys secured. 
After 
this there was no resistance to the 
lynchers. They soon secured the prls 
oner and led him to the scaffold erect­ 
ed in the jai I yard, on which Woodward 
was to have been hanged yesterday 
bat for the intervention of a respite 
granted by the supreme court. 
A 
rope was quickly fastened to a beam 
and a noose placed about Woodward** 
neck. 
While this was being done 
Woodward talked rapidly. 
His words 
were partly Incoherent, but this wgs 
gathered from his talk: 
"Boys, let me kneel and pray for 
you. 
Tell my little wife I love her 
dearly. 
God forgive me for my sins. 
I pray for myself. for you. and fbr 
Charlie Richer. 
I never had any 
grudge against him in Gods world. 
I never meant to shoot him. 
For 
God’s sake, boys, don’t choke me to 
death. 
Have mercy on me and my 
dear tittle wife. 
You are choking me 
to death—Oh’”—then »om**body gave 
the condemned man a push, forcing 
him onto the trap and the rope began 
to tighten. 'Woodward gave a leap be­ 
fore the trap could Im- sprung and fell 
off the gallows, hanging himself. 
One of the lyncher* pinn*<d to the 
dead m ans clothing a card bearing 
the following words: 
Process of law 
is a little too slow, so this is the road 
you will have to go 
Murderers and 
thieves hew are.—People's verdict.” 
Woodward had been 
sentenced to 
hang Friday, but early in the week 
the supreme court 
had intervened. 
This action aroused intense iodigna 
lion. 
Ab Immense crowd witnessed the 
lynching. 
Several hundred sheep and 
cattle men cam*1 to town and ever}1 
corner was the st coe of a discussion 
of the reprieve grant e l by the supreme 
court 
After th** lynching the mob 
dispersed an I a greater part of those 
from out of town I -ft for their homes.

killed

evening of Jan. 2 last at Woodward's 
ranch near Garfield peak In the Rat 
tic snake mountains, 75 miles west of 
Casper. 
He shot the sheriff to death 
and mutilated his body.
